Mr. Lodge Makes An Impassioned Ap­ 
peal 
For the Maintenance Of the 
Little Republic—Judge Ricks Not 
To Be Impeached—The Proceedings 
In the House. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 23.—In th e senate 
yesterday Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.) pre­ 
sented a large bunch of petitions from 
citizens of Alabam a claim ing they were 
deprived of a republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent and asking the intervention 
of congress. 
This cleared the decks for the re­ 
new al of the debate over Hawaii. The 
subject came up on Mr. K yle’s resolu­ 
tion, which is one expressing general 
disapproval of the senate in the action 
of the adm inistration by w ithdraw ing 
w arships from 
Hawaii. 
Mr. Gray 
(dom., Del.) vigorously defended the 
action of the adm inistration. 
The 
Samoan question was unexpectedly in­ 
terjected into th e debate. 
Mr. Gray 
re ferred to th e fact th a t th e U nited 
States was now' bound by international 
agreem ent to keep a barbarous king 
in pow er in Samoa. 
I t w ould not do 
to declaim against a barbarous queen 


av hen we w ere a t th e same tim e pro­ 
tecting and m aintaining such a king. 
Mr. George declared th a t the H a­ 
w aiian governm ent was republican 
only in form. 
I t was a governm ent of 
force. 
It had been established by 
force and w as now m aintained by 
force. 
Mr. Lodge said the B ritish influence 
w as back of the royalist elem ent in 
H aw aii 
“ The arm s used in this up­ 
rising w ere bought by an Englishm an ” 
declared Mr. Lodge. 
“ They were 
shipped in a B ritish ship from a Cana­ 
dian port. 
The insurrectionists were 
largely 
E nglishm en.” 
It w as no 
longer a question of the new or the 
old governm ent of H aw aii, but a ques 
tion of m aintaining American interests 
in Hawaii. 
Mr. Lodge closed w ith an 
im passioned protest against pulling 
dow n the American flag w'hen it had 
once been raised. 
Mr. Kyle gave figures from the latest 
H aw aiian year book show ing the many 
m illions of American capital invested 
in Hawaii. 
“ How much of th a t is held by one 
m an—Claus Spreckels?” 
asked 
Mr. 
Gray. 
Mr. Kyle did not have the fig 
ures as to Spreckels. 
This closed the H aw aiian debate for 
th e day and the senate proceeded to 
th e consideration of the N icaragua 
canal bill, Mr. Turpie speaking against 
th e project. 
Mr. Turpie had not con­ 
cluded when a t 4:30 p. rn. the senate 
held a short executive session and then 
adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 23.—R epresenta­ 
tive McMillin, chairm an of th e w ays 
an d m eans sub-com m ittee to which 
th e beer tax question has been re ­ 
ferred, intends seeing Secretary Car­ 
lisle to-day to learn w hether 
the 
secretary considers an increase of the 
governm ent's revenues necessary. 
There is a possibility of an effort to 
secure financial legislation in the sen­ 
ate through an am endm ent of one of 
the appropriation bills to be acted 
upon by the com m ittee on appropria 
tions. 
A canvas of the senate has con­ 
vinced the leaders on both sides of 
th e cham ber th a t the conflict betw een 
th e silver men and th e bond men ren 
ders it next to impossible to secure the 
passage of any independent financial 
or currency measure. 
It is understood th a t the republican 
senators w ill not oppose an am end 
m ent w hich simply g ran ts authority 
for an issue of bonds. 
They say th a t 
if it becomes absolutely necessary to 
provide additional money for the gov­ 
ernm ent expenditures and 
for 
the 
m aintenance of the gold reserve the 
dem ocrats can provide it by agreeing 
to a bond am endm ent w ithout w eigh­ 
ing it down w ith other questions anc 
th a t a m ajority of the republicans w ill 
accept it in this shape, but w ill not 
perm it it to go through if coupled w ith 
either silver legislation or the repeal 
of the state bank tax. 


Sugar Lases iii the Supreme Court. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 23.—The cases of 
j Elverton L, Chapman and John SS. 
J Shriver, tw o of the witnesses who re- 
i fused to answ er the questions put to 
them by the senate sugar tru st inves­ 
tigating com m ittee last summer, and 
were indicted by the local courts tor 
such refusal, yesterday reached the 
United States Supreme court.

For a National Park at Gettysburg. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 2H.—In the house 
yesterday Mr. Sickles (dem., N. Y.) 
called up and had passed the bill to 
establish a national m ilitary park a t 
Gettysburg, Pa. 
The bill carries an 
apprppriation of $100,000. 
The house then w ent into com m ittee 
of the w hole and resumed considera­ 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill. 
After some m inor am endm ents the bill 
was passed.

AIDS THE MEAT MEN. 


Rill Is Offered to Rem ove the Foreign 
Embargo. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
Jan. 
23 .—Chairman 
Wilson yesterday presented form ally 
the favorable report from the ways 
and means com m ittee on the bill intro­ 
duced by him a t the request of Secre­ 
tary Gresham repealing the discrim ­ 
inating duty of one ten th of a cent per 
pound on all sugar, both raw and re­ 
fined, im ported from countries which 
pay bounty on sugar exports. In present­ 
ing the report th e com m ittee explained 
th a t the repealing bill does not in any 
way affect the duty of 40 per cent ad 
valorem on raw sugar or the additional 
duty of an eighth of a cent a pound on 
refined sugar. 
It is believed this action 
will a t once open the way for the re­ 
moval of the discrim inating and pro­ 
hibition against the entry of our beef 
and hog product into Germany.

W hile All W as Quiet the Backbone 
Of the Strike Has Not Been Broken 
By Any Manner Of Means— Bullets 


W ere 
Sent 
Into 
The 
Mob 
Yesterday. 


B r o o k l y n , Jan 2 3 — A ll is quiet to­ 
day but the backbone of the strike is 
far from being broken. A company of 
the Seventh regim ent fired p o intblank 
into a mob a t 11:30 last night at the 
Halsey street stables in Brooklyn. Two 
men fell, one m ortally wounded and 
the other w ith a wound of a severe n a­ 
ture. 
One of the wounded men was a 
car starter, it is reported, on his w ay 
to the stables. 
The other was not em 
ployed by the company and was also a 
non-striker. 
The wonpded men w'ere 
taken to a hospital. 
The day otherw ise was one of com­ 
parative quiet, w ith here and there a 
slight scrim mage 
w ith 
stones and 
sticks, w ith a m otorm an or conduc­ 
to r slightly dam aged, and num erous 
gatherings of strikers scattered by 
m ilitia and police as thev were caught 
in the act of pulling down trolley 
wires. 
Two or three shots were re­ 
ported fired by soldiers of the Seventh 
regim ent, chiefly to intim idate people 
who were m aking threatening dem ­ 
onstrations 
from 
windows. 
Capt. 
Wilson of the Second battery, F irst 
brigade, sent to New York for grape 
and cannis'er. 
L ater on Gen. Fitzger- 
ald telephoned to this city for addi­ 
tional field weapons. 
Those are pre­ 
cautionary measures. 
Two hundred 
reserves from 
the N inth, Seventy- 
first and T w elfth regim ents w ent to 
Brooklyn from New York yesterday. 
M aster W orkman Connelly has or­ 
dered the linem en out. 
He says this 
action has been necessitated by the 
action of the soldiers yesterday, w'hen 
a com pany of the Seventh regim ent 
surrounded the hall at M yrtle avenue 
and Palm etto street, 
A squad entered 
the hall, seized the books and papers 
of the local assembly, w hich has its 
headquarters there. 
M aster W orkman 
Connelly says this is the reason for the 
strike of the linemen. 
At 
3 
o'clock 
in 
the 
afternoon 
cars 
w'ere 
started 
on 
the 
Gates 
avenue line. 
Two shots w'ere fired, 
one by a policeman and another by a 
national guardsm an, to enforce the 
order issued by the police authorities 
to keep every window closed along the 
line of the road. 
No serious obstacle 
to their progress was encountered. 
During the afternoon and evening 
there occurred no less than seven col­ 
lisions of trolley cars w ith w rgons. 
trucks or other vehicles. 
The em ploym ent of new men by the 
railroad com panies is going on slowly. 
T here is no question the m ajority of 
the people are in sym pathy w ith the 
strikers in th eir efforts to secure b et­ 
ter term s from the railroad companies, 
and there are plans being discussed by 
citizens at m eetings and private con­ 
ferences by w hich it is hoped to bring 
the railroads to term s, or a t any rate 
to provide for the b etter protection of 
the men in the future. 
Adjt.-Gen. McAlpin came down from 
Albany last n ight and w'ent to Brook­ 
lyn by order of Gov, Morton. 
He 
made an investigation into th e condi­ 
tions there, and will retu rn to Albany 
to report to the governor. 
The Third 
brigade, w ith headquarters in Albany, 
was assem bled yesterday, b u t no or­ 
ders for moving on Brooklyn have yet 
been prom ulgated. 
It w ill be held ia 
readiness. 
The railroad officials say 
the situation has passed beyond th a t 
of a railroad strike, and has reached a 
point w here it is a question of w'hether 
men who are w illing to w'ork can be 
protected from violence by others w ho 
do not desire to have them.

HAYWARD CASE GOES ON SLOWLY 


Only T hree Men W ere Secured B y Three 
D ays’ W ork 


M in n e a p o l is, Minn., Jan. 23.—When 
the trial of H arry H ayw ard opened 
yesterday m orning, before the regular 
business of exam ining jurors was taken 
up, \V. W. Erwin made a statem ent de­ 
nying the story th a t had been circu­ 
lated th a t H ayw ard was im plicated in 
an attem pt to escape from jail. At 4:30, 
when court adjourned, forty-nine men 
had been exam ined out of a special 
venire and only th ree jurors had been 
selected. 
Then A ttorney Erw in made 
a strong plea to have the others on tfle 
list excused, saying they were “ pro­ 
fessionals” and were not com petent to 
decide the m atter. 
Judge Sm ith ac­ 
cordingly dismissed all the jurors on 
the panel, and a new one of fifty was 
ordered draw n, which w ill be brought 
into requisition this morning. 
0 T h e questioning of many of the 
J jurors as to th eir belief in the insanity 
1 plea and other m etaphysical and phys 
ical questions indicates strongly w hat 
the line of defense is to be. Y esterday 
Adry H ayw ard was released from his 
confinement in the Ramsey county jail 
and brought to this city by one of 
Sheriff H olm berg’s deputies. 
Upon 
lis arrival here he was taken direct to 
the county jail, w here he held a con 
ference w ith the sheriff. 
It is sup­ 
posed he w ill now rem ain in this city 
during the trial, in which he is one of 
the m ost im portant witnesses.

plan was to get through th e cage, 
overpower the single n ight w atchm an 
and escape, but the suspicions of the 
sheriff were aroused and he caused a 
search of the cells to be made.

plan. 
The paper which published an 
account of the affair endeavored to 
connect H arry H ayw ard w ith the plot 
to escape and ascribed to him the 
leadership of the whole affair.

Money and Blank Envelopes in Mail 
Boxes. 


If you look in any political diction­ 
ary in the country you wi I find the 
word “ post office” defined as “ a pie; 
apium : a snap; or% pudding.” 
But 
don't pin your faith to it. 
There is a 
general opinion th at all a postmaster 
has to do is to sign the receipts fcr 
his salary and read all the postal 
cards th at go through his hands. This 
is not the case. There’s no more com­ 
plicated job in Janesville than run­ 
ning the post office and four classes of 
people have to be dealt with. 
They 
are: 
No. I—Folks who are all right. 
No. 2— Folks who are ignorant. 
No. 3—Folks who are forgetful. 
No. 4—Folks who are mean. 
These are the classifications th at 
are made by Postm aster Wilson. 
The 
first class ca ase but Utile trouble and 
when they do make a complaint or a 
m istake it can be readily adjusted. 
The second class ale open for instruc­ 
tion while the third may have their 
memories jogged 
occasionally with 
good effect, but the third:—

plied th at they had not used boxes 
like the one th a t held the ring in sev­ 
eral years, so they could throw no 
light on the m atter. 
The package 
had no address on it but was returned 
to Buffalo and from there, doubtless, 
forwarded to the dead letter office. If 
people would w rits their own names 
and address on all packages or letters 
mailed, the trials of the post office au­ 
thorities would be greatly lessened.

From this a baker will manufacture about 250 loaves of bread at 18 ounces 
per loaf. At 5 cents a loaf this would make $12.50 gross on the barrel. Allowing §2.50 for the 
flour and $5 a barrel for the baking and other expenses this would leave a net profit of §5 a barrel 
on erery barrel of flour used by the baker barons.

Ordinary 
calculators figure 31 cents a loaf, just 
a little better than slow starvation 
for the baker man and sure bank­ 
ruptcy for the man who trusts him for 
flour. 
There is a profit however, and 
the figures show w hat a 
loss the 
housewife encounters when she bakes 
two loaves at a time. 
Not loDg ago bread was selling in 
Janesville at five cents a loaf. 
There 
is money in it th at price—enough so 
th at new bakeries have been starting 
in the last few weeks, and a lively 
bread w ar begun. 
The accompanying table shows where 
the profit on five cent bread came in. 
The table was prepared for Chicago, 
and local bakers say it is wrong in one 
respect—the cost of flour. 
The Aam 
used in Janesville bread costs $3 2 0 a 
barrel instead of $2.50, they declare. 
One baker working full time will use 
a barrel of flour a day, and will turn 
out 250 loaves. 
Between the Chicago 
table and local figures there is a dif­ 
ference, therefore, of eighty cents on 
a day’s output. 
The actual profit on 
250 loaves of five cent bread in Janes­ 
ville has been $1.20 instead of $5 as 
the table gives it. 
At 
cents a loaf the profit shrinks 
so as to ba hardly perceptible to the 
naked eye. 
The barrel of flour costs $3.30 just 
as before. 
All the 
other expenses are ti e 
aame—baker, $2 ; rent, 50 cents; wagon 
and wagooman, $1.50 per day; yeast, 
25 cent?; fire and other incidental ex­ 
penses 75 cents. 
This makes the total cost $ 8 30 and 
the total receipts from 250 loaves at 
3.1 cents foot up 
$8,75. 
Forty-five 
cents profit, and this is very likely to 
disappear when a percentage is de­ 
ducted for loss. 
No, at 3h cents a 
loaf Janesville bakers are not coining 
money.
